Vienna had forecast that the second 
phase of the battle in this region was 
imminent by the announcement that 
the Russians were throwing strong re- 
inforcements into East Galicia. 

In the initial offensive of what prob. 
ably will be termed the second battle, 
the Russians ipunched with numerous 
columns four ‘attacks near Toporoutz 
and Boyan, but according to Vienna 
they were everywhere repulsed. 

The Germans have attacked Russian 
bases at Tarnopol, Bast Galicia, with 
an air squadron. 

While the Turkish War Office as- 
sorts that the Russians in the Cau- 
cagus have abandoned their offensive 
along the entire front of nearly 100 
miles, owing to the reinforcements of 
the Ottomans and their assumption of 
a Violent offensive, the latest Russian 
official communication describes the

flight. Several Turkish units, the 
communication adds, were almost an- 
nihtlated, hundreds of bodies covering 
the field of battle.

tor Clark of Arkansas, pledging the. 
United States to give the islands their 
independence within two years and 
calling upon the President to negotiate 
a treaty with all the great powers 
whereby the neutrality of the islands 
will be assured for the future. 
Senator Works of Los Angeles took 
a prominent part in the debate. He 
said that there is some difference of 
opinion as to whether or not the Fill- 
people are ready for gelf-govern- 
ment. but at any rate the United States 
ought to specify the time when the 
islands shall be given their freedom, 
Senator Works said we had been of 
great benefit to the islands, and,“ he 
said, “I wish we might do the same 
service for Mexico. There are a hun- 
dred times more powerful reasons 
why we should intervene there and es- 
tablish a stable government for these 


people than there were for our enter-+ 
ing Cuba or the Philippines.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Resolu- 
tions to prohibit exportation of war 
munitions were briefly considered to- 
day by the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations and referred to a sub- | 


committee composed of Senators 
Hitchcock, Smith of Arizona, and 
Lodge. 


Elimination of private profit as an 
influence for war by government man- 
ufacture of all war munitions was 
urged in the Senate today by Sen- 
ator Cummins (Rep.) of Iowa. He 
pleaded for prompt adoption of his 
resolution which would authorize a 
special committee to inquire into the 
most feasible plan for acquiring and 
constructing plants to supply the army 
and navy with all arma. ammunition 
and equipment, including ships, and to 
report on the legislation necessary to 
prevent private manufacture of such 
products. 

agree that war may come to this 
country,” Senator Cummins declared, 
“but if it comes it must be the result 
of the calm, dispassionate, loyal pur- 
pose to meet the awful scourge be- 
cause there is no other way of defend- 
ing our civilization, our institutions 
and our honor. I do not assert that 
every person or corporation which 
may profit from war would incite 
war, but I do assert that all such per- 


tent to fudge the controveries which 
may lead to conflict, and, inasmuch as 
they cannot be removed from the 
great panel of the republic, they 
ought to be removed from the busi- 
ness out of which the interest grows. 
It ought to be made impossible, so far 
as the power of the government is con- 
cerned, for any man or corporation to 
make money out of War. 

Emphasizing the effect of the Eu- 
ropean war on private munitions 
makers in the United States, he told 
the Senate that since the war began 
there had been 174 new ¢orporations 
organized in this country for the 
manufacture of munitions and the 
value of arms and munitions exported 
in fifteen months had aggregated 
$161,964,278.

Edison Man Denies Fault of 
Batteries. 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Danger 
from hydrogen gas on the submarine 
E-2 was recognized by the commander 
shortly after the Edison batteries 
were installed fast September, and a 
request for a hydrogen detector was 
not filled by the Navy Department, 
Lieut. Charles M. Cooke, the com- 
mander, testified when he resumed 
the witness stand today before the 


naval court of inquiry investigating 
the recent fatal explosion on the 
craft, 

Lieut. Cooke also said he recom- 
mended that each of the 400 cells in 
the two batteries be equipped so that 
the condition of each cell might be 
determined independently of the 
others, but the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing of the Navy Department would 
not permit this to be done. 

It had previously been brought out 
in the testimony of Raymon Otto, 
an electrician of the second class, that 
some of the celle were reversed on the 
day of the explosion. During the 
process of discharging, it was later ex- 
plained, the reversed cells would be 
recharging and this would cause an 
excessive amount of hydrogen gas to 
form. Otto gave his testimony while 
propped up in bed at the naval hospi- 
tal, suffering from burns and other 
injuries received in the explosion. 
Changes were made in the ven- 
tilating systems in the battery com- 
partments at his suggestion, Lieut. 
Cooke said, and all the fans were run- 
ning during the discharge that was 
— progress at the time of the explo- 

on. 

The commander testified that there 
was no open light burning in the sub- 
marine at the time of the explosion, 
but admitted that a spark could have 
been struck if a tool came into con- 
tact with any two of the battery ter- 
minals. He also said that he had ne 
complaint of carelessness to make 
against any member of the crew or 
2 the civilian workers on the 
Miller Reese Hutchinson, represent- 
ing the Edison Storage Battery Com- 
pany at the inquiry, issued a state- 
ment today in which he expressed the 
opinion that the E-2 filled with 
hydrogen gas at the time of the ex- 
plosion. This would not have hay- 
pened, he said, if the ventilating sys- 
tem had been in full operation. 

“Tt is a curious thing that the bulk- 
head between the engine-room and the 
after battery compartment, which was 
twenty feet from the battery proper, 
was blown toward the battery.” Mr. 
Hutchinson said. There were plumb- 
ers working in the engine-room, 
where two men were killed. This indt- 
cates to me that the explosion oc- 
curred there. I have an affidavit that 
plumbers a few days before the ex- 
plosion were using a gasoline torch 
in the E-2. 

“The batteries were no more to 
blame than a boiler that blows up 
when the water is too low.” 

In direct contradiction to Lieut. 
Cooke’s testimony, Mn Hutchinson 
said in his statement that there was 
only one fan in operation at the time 
of the explosion, which was still run- 
ning when he inspected the subma- 
rine the dav after the explosion. 

Capt. William G. Bullard, president 
ef the board of inquiry, today an- 
nounced that representatives of the 
Edison company would be permitted 
to interrogate the witnesses. —

COMMANDER’S ANNUAD REPORT 
TELIS NAVY NEEDS. 


Fleet Already is in Greatly Im- 

proved Condition.

MOST VICTIMS.

Terrible Machinery of War Em- 
ployed in Europe Gives Injured 
Men Small Chance—Oultivated 
Soil of Battle Fields Adds Greatly 
to Dangers. 


r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The ratio be- 
tween deaths by disease and deaths by 
wounds is reversed in the present 
War as compared with the Boer War. 
In South Africa disease was responsi- 
ble for a large percentage of the 
casualties, whereas in the trenches in 
France disease has been reduced to 
a negligible minimum. The wounds 
in the South African war were usual- 
ly neat bullet holes, which looked as 
if made with bradawis, while in the 
present struggle not only have shells 
and bombs brought new and terrible 
kinds of wounds, but a highly-culti- 
vated soil full of micro-organisms 
such as tetanus have added new dan- 
gers to the most trivial kinds of flesh 
wounds. 

The difference between sources of 
casualties in the two wars was the 
subject of a lecture before the Royal 
College of Surgeons this week by Sir 
Anthony Bowlby, who attended the 
King during his recent accident in 
France. He laid the destructiveness 
of modern warfare to close-range 
fighting and the use of high ex- 
plosives. Shells have sich varied ef- 
fects that there are no typical shell 
wounds. Even rifie bullets tear the 
tissues badly, owing to their terrific 
velocity at short range. In Africa the 
bullets traveled a half-mile or more 
and lost their force. Bombs and hand 
grenades throw up large quantities 
of trench dirt, which. enters the 
wounds and infects them with ex- 
treme rapidity. Men when wounded 
usually fall into mud and water in 
Flanders, or into the dust, if it is 
summer. 

Sir Anthony said the building of 
communicating trenches had, how- 
ever, considerably lessened the danger 
of infection. In the early days of the 
war, before this meatis of passing un- 
der cover to the rear was tried, 
wounded men had to be kept in the 
advanced trenches until night afford- 
ed some protection to the stretcher-

One note found in Welday’s room 
read: “I have not slept for weeks.

LA HARRA. Jan. 17.—I[To the Ed- 
itor of The Times:] An article in 
Sunday's Times copied from the New 
York Sun makes the interesting state- 
ment that 64,500 animals were used 
in 1915 at Columbia University, 15,000 
of which were mice and 10,000 rats, 
in a futile cancer investigation. Half 
a dozen wiidely-heralded were 
tested on tumorized mice and incura- 
ble humans with no beneficial results. 
It is not generally known that a use 
has been found at last for rats and 
mice, Being naturally unclean and 
inclined to tumorous growths, they 
make excellent material for those who 
like to experiment with animals. 

Dr. Maud Slye of Chicago has the 
honor of maintaining the largest rat- 
tery thus far reported in the medical 
journals. She commenced with 5000 
mice, which had increased two years 
ago to $000, most of them with nat- 
ural or grafted tumors, and what 
their number may be at this time 
probably the Lord only knows. Miss 
Slye reported two years ago that she 
had done 4500 necr@psies (post-mor- 
tem examinations.)¢ Her mice all die 
a natural death and, as she says quite 
ingenuously, they are subject to ver- 
min no matter what you do. 

Miss Abbie E. Lathoe of Granby, 
Mass., raises 3000 rats and mice a 
year for the Rockefeller Institute, and 
their monthly ration is five tons of 
vegetabies. P. Rous of New York, in 
studying the MPlexner-Jobling rat can- 
eer, avoids this expense to some ex- 
tent by the “underfeeding” teat. 

The University of California has 
built a rat palace at San Diego, where 
thousands of rats will be studied in- 
definitely. The advantage of the ex- 
tensive ratteries all over the country 
seems to be that the attention of the 
experimenters is diverted in a meas- 
ure from larger animals and human 
beings. Although, as the above-men- 
tioned article states, they do fre- 
quently go from these verminous ver- 
min to ineurables in hospitals who 
have already suffered to the limit of 
human endurance.

It been said that there are over 
6000 people rated in the building ma- 
terial men’s rate book, and there have 
been over 2300 people taking out per- 
mits as contractors who carry no over- 
head expense and pay nothing to the 
city in the way of taxes or otherwise, 
and many times they construct their 
buildings without first obtaining a 
building permit and thus escape the 
notice entirely of the building depart- 
ment. In many cases when they do 
take permits they reduce the value 
and cheat the city of its due fees. 
Their limit of cheating does not stop 
at this point, but many times they 
take the jobs at less than cost and 
leave mechanies and iaborers without 
their money, thus working a great 
hardship upon the legitimate man 
ee is r to carry on a 

usiness here and support his family 
and pay his bills.

Santa Ana River Beats the 
Engineers to it and Val- 
ley’s Relieved, 


The Santa Ana River tore a 
new exit to the ocean yesterday. 
At a point a mile and a halt 
east of Huntington Beach and 
toward Newport a channel 500 
feet wide was ripped out 
through the sand dunes and the 
tracks of the Pacific Electric 
and Southern Pacific. 

Hitherto the Santa Ana River 
has emptied into tidewater of 
Newport Bay. Mud bars closed 
this exit. Thousands of acres 
were several feet under water 
when the flood broke through 
the sand ridge.

FAMOUS SERRA BREVIARY 
GIVEN TO PLAZA CHURCH. 


HE quaint old mission muscum, 
| I at the Chureh of Our Lady 
Queen of the Angels was the 
scene of a notable event yesterday 
when a rare addition was made to its 
riches. In the presence of various 
priests who maintain a deep interest 
in the lore of the early mission days 
of California there was placed in this 
museum a collection of the books 
brought to California by the first Fran- 
ciscan padres— the chief object of in- 
terest being a “Breviarilum Roman- 
lum“ of the date of 1758, which was 
brought to this country by Padre Juni- 
pero Serra and used by him for years 
as he traveled from mission to mis- 
sion in California. 

This collection was presented to 
Rev. Domingo Zaldivar, superior at 
the old Plaza church, by Mrs. Ro- 
mero Pico of No. 773 West Sixteenth 
street. The “Breviarlum Romanium” 
has been in the Pico family since the 
days when Don Pio Pico was Gover- 
nor of California. For years it was 
highly prized by Don Andraes Pico, 
brother of the Governor and father 
of Romero Pico, and because of his 
interest in them the books fell into his 
on long ago. The collection 
descended from father to son. 
Recently Mrs. Pico decided that the 
best use that could be made of this 
valuable collection was to place it in 
the hands of Padre Domingo. Great 
numbers of people visit the mission 
museum in the course of each year, 
and they will now have opportunity 
to examine the book carried 


tablishing and expanding the Califor- 
nla missions. 
The book is bound in vellum, brown 


and seared. Its edges are yellowed 
with age and use, but the printed pages 


are clear and bright, with illuminated] 


initial letters, and showing a splendid 
piece of book-making craft. There are 
several fine wood engravings in the 
volume. Of particular interest is a 
slip of paper pasted on the inner cov- 
er on which, in the writing of Juni- 
pero Serra, are instructions as to the 
order of reading for the priest. 
The book contains the usual 
order for the day, the prayers and 
portions of the scriptures that are ap- 
portioned for the daily reading of the 
priests. : 

By word of mouth the narrative 
comes that this book was one of the 
most highly prized of the possessions 
of the venerated Franciscan. It was 
given to him, it is understood, at the 
time of his ordination to the priest- 
hood, and he carried it with him on 
his journeys, using it daily. It has 
probably been in every one of the old 
missions of California, as well as in 
many of the churches of Mexico and 
some of its cathedrals. Aside from its 
value as a splendid specimen of the 
bookcraft of those early years, it has 
sentimental associations that cause it 
to be highly prized by the priests at 
the old Plaza church. 

Among those who Were present yes- 
terday when the collection was for- 
pmally placed in the mission museum 
was Rev. C. Torrente, C.M.F., who is 
now sojourning at Jerome, Arts., but 
who is a refugee from Mexico City. 
Father Torrente is a journalist of note 
in Mexico and was editor of the Es- 
peranza, a literary magazine, and oth- 
er publications, before he was com- 
pelled to seek refuge in the United 
States. He has made a close study 
of the work of Padre Junipero Serra

Now the mails in the two 
have increased several fold in weight, 
there is no additional payment. This 
is doubly unjust because the added load of 
is created almost entirely by the ex- 
tension of the parcel post. This business 
used to go by express, and the railroads were 
paid by the express companies a good deal 
more for carrying it than the government 
is paying now. 

We do not believe that it is the intention 
of the American people to inflict this extra 
service on these small, independent lines 
without paying them fairly for it. It is a 
question that Congress would do very well 
to take up at once, perhaps passing a law 
for the annual weighing of mails instead of 
the quadrennial weighing now in force. In 
a country like ours, where business grows 
so rapidly, four years ig too long a term for 
fairly fixing this service. The long period 
is particularly burdensome in view of the 
installation of the. parcel post. It is again 
burdensome right now for the obvious rea- 
son that when the mails were weighed in 
the spring of 1914 business in the country 
was very much depressed, and why should 
not these roads sharé reasonably in the 
better times now prevailing? 

The law giving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the right to fix the rates has 
come to stay with us. It applies to freight 
and express shipments of rchants and 
manufacturers, and to passenger fares. The 
Postoffice Department is a business institu- 
tion directly within the government, and the 
railroads are right in regarding it precisely 
as they do any other shipper shipping any 
other goods. No other shipper is allowed 
by law to fix rates, nor is any carrier given 
this privilege. Would it not be fair to the
